Colombian jetliner 
explodes, killing 
all 107 passengers

BOGOTA, Colombia — A Colom- 
bian jetliner crashed on the outskirts 
of Bogota on Monday shortly after 
takeoff, and all 107 people aboard 
were killed, A caller to a radio station 
claimed drug traffickers bombed the 
jet. 

Witnesses said the Avianca Airli- 
nes Boeing 727-100 exploded before it 
plunged into a hilly area south of the 
capital, about a mile from a neighbor- 
hood of slum houses and factories. 
Pieces of the jet were found up to six 
miles from the main point of impact, 
police said. 

Hours later, a man called Radio 
Caracol and claimed that a group 
called The Extraditables blew up the 
jet to kill five police informants. He 
said the five gave police information 
that led to the discovery of the 
Medellin drug cartel leacer’s hideout. 

The man did not identify himself, 
and the claim could not be immedi- 
ately authenticated. 

“The plane was flying along when 
suddenly it exploded, broke in two 
and fell in flames and smoke,” said a 
witness, Alfonso Moreno, in an inter- 
view with the radio network Caracol. 

“Tl heard explosions and I thought 
there was some problem with trans- 
formers in the electrical station, but I 
looked up and saw a plane explode in 
the air, and bodies and pieces of lug- 
gage were falling,” another witness 
Mario Vasquez, said. 

Two Colombian air force pilots in 
another plane reported seeing two ex- 
plosions on the jet, said the director of 
Colombia’s Civil Aviation Authority, 
Col. Jorge Gonzalez. 

The airline refused comment on the 
reports of explosions. Avianca

spokeswoman Patricia Duarte said 
the plane carried 101 passengers and 
a crew of six and that all were killed. 
Their nationalities were not immedi- 
ately known. 

No one on the ground was hurt, 
spokesmen for Colombia’s Civil De- 
fense teams said in radio interviews 

Investigators had found no evi- 
dence of a bomb, said Col. Edgar 
Leal, chief of national police for the 
state. He said the flight recorder had 
not been found. 

Flight 203 was bound for Cali, 
about 190 miles southwest of Bogota. 
Cali is the headquarters of one of 
Colombia’s biggest cocaine cartels 
and has been the site of frequent 
bombings and other attacks since the 
government declared war on drug 
lords in August. 

The plane took off from Bogota’s El 
Dorado International Airport at 7:15 
a.m., and the pilot, Jose Ossa, told the 
tower at 7:18 a.m. that everything 
was normal, Ms. Duarte told The As- 
sociated Press. It crashed shortly af- 
terward. 

One witness said he saw black 
smoke pouring from one of the plane’s 
three engines and the plane then blew 
up. 

Most of the wreckage was in an 
area about 200 feet by 50 feet. The 
biggest piece appeared to be about 50 
feet long. 

Leal said one piece of the jet was 
found six miles away. The RCN radio 
network said a body was found a half- 
mile from the main crash site. 

Police at the crash site said 120 peo- 
ple had been arrested for looting the 
bodies, suitcases, packages, and mail. 
Several of the looters were caught 
removing rings and gold chains from 
the corpses, police said.

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1st U.S. living donor liver transplant 


CHICAGO — A mother trying to save her daughter’s life by participating 
in the nation’s first living-donor liver transplant showed no “signs of doubt” 
before the historic operation Monday, a hospital spokeswoman said. 

The surgery involving Teresa Smith and her 21-month-old daughter, 
Alyssa, is the first liver transplant from a living donor in this country, said 
doctors at the University of Chicago Medical Center. 

If successful, the operation could provide a solution to a severe shortage of 
organs for children who need transplants, said doctors at the university 
hospital. 

More than 700 babies a year in the United States need liver transplants, and 
as many as half die for lack of a donor. 

Alyssa suffers from an often-fatal liver disorder called biliary atresia, the 
leading cause for liver transplants involving children. 

She had been waiting more than a year for a cadaver liver transplant when 
the Smiths heard about the hospital’s plans for an experimental living-donor 

; program in August. 

Liver transplants from living donors have been performed only three times 
*—in Brazil, Australia and Japan. One child has died. 

Mrs. Smith went into surgery at 7:35 a.m. to begin the operation in which 
: the left lobe of her liver — about one-third of the organ — was to be trans- 
. planted in her daughter. 


Hungarian opposition wins voting battle 


. BUDAPEST, Hungary — The ruling Socialist Party conceded defeat 
* Monday in a national referendum that would postpone presidential elections 
‘and give the fledgling opposition more time to organize and field a candidate. 
It was the first free election in more than four decades, and the first since the 
; Communists dissolved their party, renamed it the Socialist Party and opened 
the way for free multiparty elections. 
Final results were not expected until Tuesday, but the presidential candi- 
* date of the ruling Socialist Party said voters Sunday had approved the referen- 
: dum backed by opposition parties. 
“We can be certain that the number of ‘yes’ votes was higher than the ‘no’ 
» votes,” said Imre Pozsgay, the popular Socialist candidate. 
An opposition victory would mean that a new democratic Parliament, to be 
chosen by June, will elect the president. 
If voters had rejected the referendum, they would have elected a president 
directly on Jan. 7. 


Gandhi's party loses seats in election @ ‘ ‘i 


NEW DELHI, India — The president dissolved Parliament on Monday, 
leaving Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi and a caretaker government to see India 
through what could be weeks of post-election uncertainty. 

Gandhi’s Congress Party had overwhelming control of Parliament, but 
voters in the world’s most populous democracy took it away in three days of 
elections that began Wednesday, and left the party far short of a majority. 

To retain power, Congress must find partners for would be the first coalition 
government since India became independent of Britain in 1947. 

The prime minister, who wona landslide victory for the Congress Party two 
months after the Oct. 31, 1984, assassination of his mother, Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, was leading in his own race for re-election to Parliament. 

Vote tabulations put Congress ahead of any single opposition group, but not 
far enough to govern alone. 

The party of Gandhi’s grandfather, Jawaharlal Nehru, has been out of 
power only once — for 29 months — since the country was founded. 


Cholesterol tests unsafe, official says 


WASHINGTON — A USS. health official called Monday for federal 
regulation of all cholesterol screenings not conducted by health care profes- 
sionals, saying booths in shopping malls and other public settings can be 
inaccurate and spread infections such as AIDS and hepatitis. 

Richard Kusserow, inspector general at the Department of Health and 
Human Services, said testers at these screenings frequently disregard basic 
rules of hygiene in collecting blood samples and often are poorly trained to 
operate the cholesterol-measuring devices. 

“I do not think it is conducive to good medical benefit to have in this 
carnival-like atmosphere untrained people engaging in a procedure which has 
some risk to public health from infection,” he told a House subcommittee. 

He added that. people who are tested “are going to try to depend on these 
results, andthe results, in fact, are not. very accurate.” I

“It talks about all risks, even the 
one-in-a-million thing that could hap- 
pen. We go over that with them. They 
understand exactly. We answer all 
questions,” Clanton said. 

On the second visit, the person is 
given a physical by the registered 
nurse or physician. After the initial 
physical, one is done ona yearly basis, 
he said. Donating plasma is similar to 
donating whole blood with one excep- 
tion: a person’s red blood cells are 
given back after donating plasma. 
This enables a person to donate 
plasma more often than he could regu- 
lar whole blood, Clanton said. 

The actual donating procedure: is 
regulated by machine. The blood goes 
into a centrifuge where the plasma is 
separated from the red blood cells.

weight and their hematocrit, which 
is the percentage of red cells to 
whole blood and also gives us an idea 
how much plasma they have in vol- 
ume,” Clanton said. 

The determined amount of plasma 
to be given is programmed into the 
machine, which automatically shuts 
off when that level is reached. 

Several precautions are taken to 
ensure that it is safe for a donor to 
give plasma, Clanton said. 

There are certain conditions under 
which a person cannot donate 
plasma. 

Ifa person falls into one of the high 
risk groups for the AIDS virus, has 
epilepsy or has ever had a seizure, he 
will be unable to donate. 

Clanton said a person can tempo- 
rarily be unable to donate under 
some conditions, like having a low 
protein level. However, such condi- 
tions can be treated so that the donor 
will meet the qualifications. 

Donors are marked with a pen that 
shows up under a blue light to iden-

Canada gives grants to professors 


Money to be used for scholarships and visiting professors

The BYU Canadian Studies pro- 
gram has received a $25,000 grant 
from the Canadian government, said 
the director of Graduate Studies and 
Research at the David M. Kennedy 
Center for International Studies. 

Earl Fry said the $25,000 was a 
challenge grant which was matched 
by BYU alumni and friends with an- 
other $50,000. BYU also received 
$8,500 for its annual Canada/U.S. 
Business Conference and another 
$5,000 for its Outreach program 
through Perry Eastham, Canadian 
Consulate General in San Francisco.

The main goal for funds received is 
to put them into an endowment fund. 
Then the money is set aside to collect 
interest that will be used for such 
things as fellowships, scholarships 
and visiting professors, Fry said. 

Eastham is scheduled to come to 
BYU to formally commemorate the 
contributions from the Canadian gov- 
ernment, Fry said. 

“All schools were eligible to apply 
for the funds, and BYU was success- 
ful in all of its applications,” he said. 

“We are recognized as having a pre- 
mier Canadian Studies program in 
the United States. We have almost 
600 Canadian students at BYU, far 
more than any other university in the 
nation,” he said. 

Fifteen faculty are members of the 
Canadian Studies Committee. Six of 
those faculty made presentations to 
the Association for Canadian Studies 
in the United States (ASCUS) at 
their Biennial Conference in San 
Francisco Nov. 17-20. 

Fry is the incoming vice president 
of ACSUS.

They are introductory in nature 
and are designed for undergraduate 
use with such topics as the history of 
Canada and Canadian politics and 
government, he said. 

“On the whole, Americans know 
very little about Canada, even though 
it is very important to us,” Fry said.

The fossil skeleton of the largest 
creature to roam land is being uncoy- 
ered in New Mexico, said Utah State 
Paleontologist David Gillette, a par- 


seum Lecture Series. 

Seismosaurus, the name given the 
| dinosaur by. Gillette, is believed to 
have been more than 120 feet long. 
Gillette has been in charge of the 
excavation of Seismosaurus since 
June 1985. 

For many years the largest di- 
nosaur was believed to have been 
Brachiosaurus, which was about 75- 
85 feet long. 

In 1972, Jim Jensen, a BYU geol- 
ogy professor, discovered a dinosaur 
at Dry Mesa Quarry, Colo., that was 
bigger than Brachiosaurus, so he 
named it Supersaurus. Later, 
Jensen discovered a larger dinosaur 
and named it Ultrasaurus. 

Seismosaurus is bigger than the 
two dinosaurs discovered by Jensen 
and is similar to another giant di- 
nosaur called Diplodocus, Gillette 
said. 

Seismosaurus must have been a 
graceful creature in order to move 
around, Gillette said. 

The weight of Seismosaurus was 
close to that of a blue whale, which

The giant creature was first discov- 
ered in 1979 by hikers in a wilderness 
area in New Mexico. In 1985, Gillette 
was shown pictures of the exposed 
vertebrae of the dinosaur and secured 
a permit to excavate the bones. 

One of the bones has been taken to 
the Earth Science Museum at BYU 
and is being prepared by BYU pale- 
ontologists, Gillette said. 

In 1986, Gillette enlisted the help of 
scientists at the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in New Mexico to help 
discover easier methods of excavat- 
ing the bones. 

“One of the problems we had was 
how to know where to dig,” he said. 

Many methods were used to find 
where the bones were located, 
Gillette said.

Largest dinosaur uncovered 


So far, the most effective method 
of remote sensing (finding where 
bones are located) is through sonic 
tomography, a method developed 
by the Oakridge National Labora- 
tory in Tennessee. It is similar to 
the methods used by hospitals to 
look at fetuses, Gillette said. 

Gillette also found gastroliths, or 
stomach stones, in the area where 
the stomach would have been lo- 
cated. He plans to officially an- 
nounce a theory as to why these 
stones existed. 

“So far we have removed the 
bones from the middle of the tail up 
to the pelvis. Because of the weight 
of the bones we have had to use a 
block and tackle in order to extract 
many of them,” Gillette said. 

The excavation of Seismosaurus 
is expected to be completed by 1993.

SAN DIEGO -- “Our goal for the en- 


tire season was to return as champi- 
ons of the WAC and go to the Holiday 
Bowl,” said BYU football head coach 
LaVell Edwards. 

‘The Cougars achieved their goal 
Saturday night defeating the San 
Diego State Aztecs in Jack Murphy 
Stadium 48-27. 

Edwards said, “San Diego is a very 
special place for me. We are looking 
forward to playing Penn State and 
Joe Paterno. Not many of the players 
have been on a championship team 
and that seemed to make a difference 
this season.” 

The Cougars finished their regular 
season with a.10-2 record, 7-1 in the 
conference, and received an official 
invitation from the Holiday Bowl rep- 
resentatives in the locker room fol- 
lowing the game. 

Ty Detmer turned in another fine 
performance for the Cougars throw- 
ing for a record 12th consecutive 300- 
yard game. Detmer completed 23 of 
33 pass attempts for 327 yards and 
three touchdowns. 

Detmer also broke the record for 
for most yards passing in a season by 
a sophomore breaking Utah’s Scott 
Mitchell’s old mark of 4,299 yards. 
However, Detmer finished just 12 
yards short of breaking Jim McMa- 
hon’s NCAA mark of 4,571. 

Edwards said, “We weren’t aware 
at the end of the game how close Ty 
was to breaking the record. We were 
just concerned with running some 
time off the clock and reserving the

victory. 

“Ty is one of the best quarterbacks 
we have had in the program. And, he 
may have won the passing efficiency 
for quarterbacks this season; which is 
one of the best marks you can 
achieve.” 

After falling behind 7-0 early in the 
first quarter of the game, Detmer hit 
wide receiver Jaff Frandsen over the 
middle for a 67-yard touchdown pass. 
The Aztecs struck back to take the 
lead 14-7 before Detmer scored on a 
12-yard scramble. The Cougars then 
scored on their next three possessions 
to take a comfortable 35-14 lead into 
halftime. 

“IT think the turning point of the 
game may be the touchdown we 
scored at the end of the first half. It 
gave us a big lead and a lot of momen- 
tum going into the second half,” said 
Edwards. The Cougars put the game 
away in the second half after Detmer 
scored on a one-yard touchdown run 
and running back Fred Whittingham 
scored on a 34-yard trap play. 

“We played a stronger first half 
than second but the defense really 
came through in the second half,” said 
Detmer. 

The game was marred late in the 
fourth quarter as tempers flared fol- 
lowing a fumble by Detmer. The play 
resulted in a pair of personal fouls and 
game ejections for the Cougars. Run- 
ning back Mark Bellini and linebacker 
Dave Porter were ejected. 

Bellini said, “I was just looking out 
for my teammates but I’m the one the 
officials penalized. 

“T’m excited to be coming back here

--Had Detmer broke the record, it 
would have lasted for almost a week 
as Houston quarterback Andre Ware 
needs a little more than 200 yards to 
move :past.Detmer next week against 
Rice. .Ware.has averaged more than 
300 yards per game all season. 

Edwards said, “It is more than 
likely Ware will break the record next 
week. This just gives Ty the chance to 
come back next year and break 
Ware’s record.” 

--Finally, Detmer broke 11 and tied 
two NCAA records this season not to 
mention many school and WAC 
records. It will be unfortunate if BY U 
fans remember Ty Detmer’s season 
only for the record he didn’t break. 

The humble Detmer said, “The 
record didn’t really mean a whole lot, 
I’m just here to win.”

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Haws scores career high 40 points against Siena

If the first two games of the young 
basketball season are any indication 
of what to expect this season then 
things look promising for the Cou- 
gars. 

Besides being 2-0, the Cougars are 
shooting 83 percent from the free 
throw line and 57 percent from the 
field and from three-point range. 

In the Cougars first game over 
Thanksgiving weekend Marty Haws 
scored a career high 40 points to lead 
BYU to an 83-62 victory over Siena 
College. 

Looking at the tale of the tape be- 
fore the game it didn’t look too good. 
Siena went 25-5 last year and beat 
13th ranked Stanford in the first 
round of the NCAA tournament. 

Siena has a 6-foot 11-inch center 
and two gaurds who have been given 
pre-season hype as having the 11th 
best point guard, Mare Brown, and 
the 20th best shooting guard, Jeff 
Robinson, in the country according to 
a Street and Smiths article. 

But it was Haws who stole the 
thunder from the highly touted gau- 
rds from Siena with his lightning 
quick moves. Haws literally ran past 
his defenders scoring 14 of his points 
on lay-ups. Haws had 30 points at the 
half. 

“It always feels good to put the first 
few shots down,” Haws said. “We go 
to the open spot with the offense and I 
was open. Confidence has a lot to do 
with it.” 

Siena Head Coach Mike Deane said 
of Haws’ performance, “It was the 
best individual performance I’ve seen 
since I’ve been at Siena. Haws was 
close to perfection in decision making 


p and execution.” 


Siena opened the game like it would 
live up to its billing. The saints 
jumped out to 5-0 lead and blocked 


two cougar shots before one minute 


_ was gone in the game. Then the BYU 


coaching came into play and BY U out- 
hustled the Saints to take the lead 
38-36 with 2:58 left in the half. 

“There is a different philosophy of 
this year from last year. We are more 
aggressive and more intense,” Haws 
said. “Everybody we play will be big- 
ger and quicker so we equalize it with 
aggressiveness. It’s good for the fans 
and makes it more exciting.” 

Deane was disappointed with the 
performance of his players. “We 
didn’t have leadership form our key 
guys. Brown and Robinson usually 
make 45 percent of their three- 
pointers (Siena shot 25 percent of its 
three-pointers). They shot free 
throws like they were standing 17 
feet from the free throw line. It might 
have been the elevation.” 

It also might have been BYU’s 
scrapping defense which held the 
Saints to 38 percent shooting from the 
field. First year Head Coach Roger 
Reid said a team goal is to keep oppo- 
nents below 42 percent shooting from 
the field. 

In the second game BYU beat 
Eastern Washington 96-84. Andy 
Toolson led all scorers with 32 points. 

This game had a different look than 
the Siena game. Eastern Washington 
set a Marriott Center record for the 
most three-pointers made, 13. The 
record was 10.

Controlling weight gain

Overeating at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas dinner poses little threat 
to the figure, but overeating from 
Thanksgiving through New Years 
“can be a real problem,” according to 
a BYU Food Science and Nutrition 
expert. ,5. ~~ 

Nora Nyland, director of the di- 
etetics. program at BYU, said a little 
“wild revelry” is normal and will not 
cause drastic weight change. But eat- 
ing constantly through the holidays 
can cause weight gain. 

Overeating during the holidays can 
be an even greater problem for people 
who already tend to gain weight, Ny- 
land said. cee 

Peggy McClellan, chief clinical di- 
etitian at Utah Valley Regional Medi- 
cal Center, said a lot of people tend to 
gain 10 to 15 pounds over the holi- 
days. 

To avoid gaining weight over the 
holidays there are many approaches 
that people can take. 

McClellan said eating “is a part of 
the holidays. That’s just what you are 
going to do during the holidays, but 
you need to set yourself limits 
(like) you aren’t going to gorge out all 
the time.” . . 

For students in particular, McClel- 
lan said, “Share (your candy) with 
your roommates or spread it (the 
candy) out over a period of time and 
increase your activity,” 

Nyland said, “Focus on activities

that spell holiday (not food). Keep 
things (food) out of site until (you use 
them). And only eat what you really 
want to eat.” 

She said some people eat food be- 
cause it is there and not because they 
really like the food. 

Nyland said, “The worst thing you 
can do is make yourself be deprived. 
There is no need to be super strict. It 
spoils the holidays. Be moderate and 
focus on food you would really feel bad 
about if you didn’t get.” 

Clark Swenson, director of health 
promotions for the Utah County 
Health Department, said, “Everyone 
is always concerned about chocolate 
and sugar, but they really should be 
careful about the amount of fat they 
eat.” 

The healthy daily intake of choles- 
terol is 300 milligrams. One egg yoke 
has 280 milligrams of cholesterol. 
This makes eggnog a high-fat drink, 
Swenson said. 

Dark turkey meat, gravy, pie 
crust, stuffing and alcohol also have 
high fat concentration, he said. 

Swenson gave “some simple little 
tricks” for eating. He said ask for 
fatty sauces, butter, sour cream and 
whip cream separately, so the amount 
of intake can be controlled.

The Q-BOP furnace will cost 
about $57 million. The catalytic sul- 
fur removal process will be installed 
for the coke oven to remove sulfur <° 
from the gas produced when coal is 
converted into coke. The removal 
process will reduce sulfur emissions 
| from the gas by about 95 percent. 
The cost of the sulfur removal pro- 
cess will be about $8 million. 

The biological waste-water treat- 
ment plant will remove ammonia 
and other compounds from the 
waste-water generated by the coke 
ovens. The waste-water is used to 
cool the slag. Slag is the refuse from 
smelting. By eliminating ammonia 
and the other compounds in the slag 
cooling process, Geneva announced 
emissions will be reduced by 87 per- 
cent.

Utah County close to solving its dump dilem 


Editor’s note: This is the first story of a two-part 
series dealing with the landfill issue.

Last year the city of Provo was informed that its 
present landfill would be full by the end of 1989. 
Well it’s next year, and Provo is near the end of a 
year-long quest to find and finish a new landfill. 

According to Pete Martinez, supervisor of the 
Provo landfill, the final hurdle Provo faces is build- 
ing the garbage transfer station. 

Dave Gunn, director of Provo’s Public Services 
and Sanitation, said the transfer station will be 
built west of I-15 on 4th south. The waste district 
decided on the location last August. The cost of 
building the station will be approximately 
$100,000. It will take six months to complete, he 
added. 

Provo will not be the only city to use the new 
landfill. According to an inter-city agreement, the 
new South Utah Valley Solid Waste District will 
include Provo, Springville, Mapleton, Spanish 
Fork and Salem. The new landfill i is more than 40 
miles away from Provo on the southwestern side of 
Utah lake between Goshen and Eureka.

The year-long quest Provo has undergone is be- 
coming more and more typical across the nation as 
old landfills close and new ones become harder to 
open because of new regulations. Provo’s move 
feck into consideration the eminent approval of the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s proposals.

Utah is just one western state being affected by 
the waste disposal problem that has been plaguing 
the Novi heact. upper Midwest and West Coast for 
years. 

In January 1989, the small New Mexico town of 
Lordsburg unexpectedly entered the debate of 
what to do with the nation’s solid waste disposal 
pr gpen. 

lhe trouble began when a Maryland company 
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selected the immense, isolated and spar sely popu- 
lated Hidalgo County desert, near Mexico, as the 
site to accomodate up to 20,000 tons af garbage a 
day from East Coast cities. 

The 7,300-acre landfill site would sit on 36 square 
miles now occupied by lizards, snakes, mesquite 
brush and yucca. The property is bisected by In- 
Le state 10 and the busy Southern Pacific Railroad 
ine, 

Political opposition in New Mexico moved fast, 
turning trash into a major environmental- -political 
issue and focusing attention on the state’s inade- 
quate landfill regulations and the national quest for 
suitable landfill space. 

EPA proposals require landfills to have wells to 
monitor groundwater, line the individual cells with 
an expensive clay or synthetic underliner, and to 
install a gas collection system. If water leeches 
through the lining, landfills will need to set up 
equipment to treat the water. 

If approved the new rule would go into effect 
before 1991. Unofficial estimates of the cost have 
been placed at $11 per household, or $800 million a 
year. Up to $5 billion a year is spent nationwide

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Don't feed wildlife, officer says

Winter is a time of hardship for 


many of the animals living in the 
Uinta National Forest, and the public 
needs to take precautions to protect 
the animals. 

Animals that don’t hibernate often 
find a shortage of food in the winter 
and can easily starve, said Loyal 
Clark, information officer for the 
Uinta National Forest. 

“The best thing we can do is to 
leave the animals alone and minimize 
the amount of human contact. 


“If you see wildlife, do not feed 
them. No mater how skinny they 
look, it will help them survive this 
winter,” Clark said. 

In 1983 and 1984, the forest service 
established a program to feed the 
hungry animals. Feeding stations 
were set up with fresh hay and food 
pellets — compressed grain and 
grasses. 

The feeding program was discon- 
tinued because deer became depen- 
dent on the food. The forest service 
found that deer were bypassing avail- 
able vegetation and going straight to 
the feeding stations, Clark said.
